APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705, Applicants hereby request reinstatement of all of 
the term reduced pursuant 37 C.F.R. § 1.704. This request is being filed with the payment of the 
issue fee and is accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.18(e). The facts supporting 
this request are set forth below. 

Statement of the Facts 

1. The correct patent term adjustment 

A copy of the Patent Term Adjustment sheet for this application is attached as Exhibit L 
As correctly indicated thereon, the USPTO delay is 273 days. The above-identified patent 
application was filed on June 6, 2001. Applicants never received a notification under 35 U.S.C. 
§ LI 32, nor was one apparently mailed (see Exhibit 2, File Contents History from PAIR). A 
Notice of Allowance was mailed on May 6, 2003. The date of the Notice of Allowance was 273 
days beyond 14 months from the date the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 111(a). 
Fourteen months from the date the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 1(a) was August 6, 
2002. Thus, Applicants submit that the correct patent term adjustment is 273 days. 

2. The relevant dates for which adjustment is sought 
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Adjustment is not sought for additional delay on the part of the USPTO, but for an 
incorrect charge of delay to the Applicants. The Patent Term Adjustment sheet (Exhibit 1) 
incorrectly indicates that the Applicants' delay is 50 days, and deducts this period of delay from 
the patent term adjustment due. This delay appears to be allegedly due to the filing of an 
incomplete application. Applicants, however, can find no provision in 37 C.F.R. § 1.704 
providing that the filing of an incomplete application is a failure to engage in reasonable efforts 
to conclude prosecution and, thus, result in a period of reduction. A Notice to File Missing Parts 
was mailed July 18, 2001 ("Notice"). Applicants responded to the Notice on October 18, 2001 
by Express Mail, or well- within three months from the date of the Notice. 

3. Terminal disclaimer 

The present application is not subject to terminal disclaimer. 

4. Representations regarding reasonable efforts 

To the undersigned's knowledge, there were no circumstances constituting a failure to 
engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or examination of this application as set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.704.
